feature common to Groups I to IV is the alkyl ether sulfate salt 
of the general formula I. This is not a special technical 
feature because the alkyl ether sulfate salt compounds are known 
in the art. Note U. S. Patent 4,726,915, column 2, lines 19 to 
28 and 49 to 56, for example. 

In addition, it would be an undue burden on the examiner if 

all of the claims were examined in a single application as 

separate patent, literature and computer searches would need to 



be done. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to 
be complete must include (i) an election of a species or 
invention to be examined even though the requirement may be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
